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Increased Use of Lime. 

It is gratifying to notice the increasing inquiry 
respecting the best mode of raising grain crops, 
and the consequent call for, and application of those 
articles which are found essential to the growth 
and perfection of the kind of seed sown, The dis- 
position which now manifests itself, is greatly ow- 


remove or lessen the true and great obstacle, (the 
want of lime in the soil,) and the increase will prob- 
ably be purchased at a dear rate by the treasury 
bounty. Let the Legislature of Maine induce 
(whether by bounties, instruction or otherwise,) the 
‘application of calcareous manures on the lands 
‘now so deficient in that necessary ingredient, and 
their thence newly acquired fitness for wheat will 
cause the culture and success of that crop, without 
a distinct legislative bounty for its production. In 
the last paragraph of Mr. V.’s letter, there is a 
strong confirmation of our opinion upon this sub- 
ject, (which we have stated more at length before, 
in the remarks referred to above,) in the fact that 
newly cleared wood lands on which the wood has been 
burnt, produce wheat with great certainty. Now the 
only cause of this, is that the ashes of the trees 
supply the land for one year with a sufficiency of 
carbonate and phosphate of lime to be taken up by 
the wheat, and which ingredients, in unusually 





ing to the stimulus which has been given by the 
State in the shape of a bounty on the wheat crop; | 
and farmers, who have thus become roused to the 
importance of cultivating this crop themselves, very 
naturally turn to the means for doing it best. 
Wherever lime has been properly used it has been 
found to be a profitable and even essential article, 
and there is much enquiry for it. Hitherto the 
trouble of obtaining it, has prevented many from 
using it as they would. We hope that this diffi- 
culty is vanishing, for it has been found that in ev~ 
ery county large deposits of limestone exist; if not 
pure enough for many of the purposes of the arts, 
yet sufficiently so for all Agricultural wants. Even 
if this were not the case, the immense formations 
of the best of limestones in the counties of Waldo 
and Lincoln, and in other places on the seaboard, 
can supply the whole Union with this article for 
centuries to come ; and it is with pleasure that we 
learn that some of our Kennebec friends are ma- 
king arrangements to keep a large quantity of 
fresh burnt lime constantly on hand, and to be sold 
at arate which will satisfy every farmer and in- 
duce him to lay in a store of it for the use of his 
farm and compost heap. 

While upon this subject we would refer the 
reader to the following remarks of Mr. Rurrin, 
Editor of the Farmers’ Register, who has done 
more than any other man to enlighten people upon 
the nature and uses of lime or calcareous manures. 
In commenting upon a letter written by our vener- 
able friend, Cuartes Vauenan, Esq., upon the 
culture of winter wheat, he says, “The reader of 
the foregoing piece (Mr. V.’s letter).should bear in 
mind the great difficulty and uncertainty of raising 
wheat in Maine, which have operated so strongly 
on most farmers, as almost to stop the culture, and 
on others to seek relief in the substitution of spring 
wheat and other inefficient remedies. 

The Legislature has entered upon the field of 
controversy, and by the offer of a bounty on every 
bushel raised, expect to bear down the existing ob- 
stacles to wheat culture in Maine. 

This bounty, (on the policy of which we com- 
mented at page 692, vol. IV of the Register,) it is 
said will have the effect of increasing enormously 





the crops of wheat raised in Maine—but will not 





large proportions, are essential to the healthy ex- 
istence of that crop. If the intelligent and public 
spirited Editor of the Maine Farmer will exert his 
influence to have the trial of calcareous manures 
fairly and fully made on proper soils in Maine, we 
will hazard any reputation that we may possibly 
possess, by the prediction that the alleged obstacles 
to that culture, of climate, &c. will be found no 
longer to be very important.” 

In answer to the above remarks of Mr. Ruffin, 
we-would-with deference say—that we differ only 
in the means of obtaining the same object. After 
some seven Of eight years’ labor in the cause with 
but partial success, we found it necessary to change 
the shape of the contest, and rouse our farmers by 
some immediate and personal incentive to the pro- 
duction of wheat. This has been effected by the 
bounty. 

There is n@,better way to rouse a people to si- 
multaneous. n than by touching their interests. 
Make it evident to them by the shortest and least 
possible mount of reasoning that it is for their in- 
terest to do this or that, and they will soon start an 
inquiry mto the ways and means for doing it. 
Hence the increased ca]l for lime, and consequent- 
ly the increased exertions made to supply the call, 
and, beyond a doubt, the increased supply of bread 
raised within our borders in future.

ceed in obtaining the most profitable creps. Com- 
petitors for premiums are also reminded that no per- 
sons can be entitled to premiums unless they fur- 
nish the adjudging Committees with a clear and de- 
tailed account of the course of cultivation pursued 
im raising the crop, the kind and quantity of seed, 
the kind of soil on which it was grown, the kind 
and quantity of manure applied, and, as near as 
may be, the previous condition of the land, and the 
kind and quantity of crops for the three preceed- 
ing years. They must also produce such evidence 
as the Committee shall deem satisfactory, of the 
amount and expense of the crop for which a premi- 
um is claimed. The statement whose outlines are 
above deliniated, should be made in proper form to 
be forwarded to the Secretary of State, and for pub- 
lication in the Maine Farmer. It will be observed 
that but one premium is this year offered on Wheat. 

This is done from a belief that the Bounty off- 
ered by the State is amply sufficient, and therefore, 
that the funds of the Society may be more prop- 
erly applied to other objects. One however is of- 
fered sufficiently liberal to compensate those who 
succeed in raising good crops, for preparing and 
giving to the Committee, and through them to the 
public, a statement of the mode of cultivation by 
which they were produced, 

As every year’s experience shows more and more 
clearly the great comparative value of root crops, 
both as regards the cost of their production and 


kinds of stock, a very liberal amount is therefore 
offered in premiums on them, with an earnest wish 
that a large increase in the amount produced may 
be the happy result.

for labor, the dairy, fattening, or for other purposes. 

It is recommended to the Committee on Worle 
ing Oxen and Steers to have particular reference 
to the discipline and the ease with which ther per- 
form their draught.

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LEGAL. 


In No. 27, we published the constitutional provi- 
sions pertaining to the elective franchise. As the 
annual election is past, we make some extracts 
from the Laws pointing out the duties of town offi- 
cers in making their returns of votes to the Secre- 
tary of State. We make also some extracts partic- 
ularly applicable to Classed towns, as in very many 
a choice of Representative has not been effected. 


An Act in addition to “ an vIct regulating Elec- 

tious.” 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, in Legislature assembled, That the clerk 
of any town or plantation, selectmen of any town, 
or the assessors of any plantation, in any Repre- 
sentative District within this State, who shall wil- 
fully or negligently refuse or neglect to do and 
ener all orany of the duties prescribed to them 

y the Constitution of this State, shall forfeit and 
pay for each and every such offence a fine not ex- 
ceeding two hundred dollars, nor less than thirty 
dollars; to be recovered by indictment in any 
court proper to try the same, one half to the use 
of the State, and tue other balf to the use of the 
complainant. 


Sec. 4. Beit further enacted, That whenever 
the Seleetmen of any town, not classed, shall be 
duly notified, or whenever it shall come to their 
knowledge that the seat of any Representative 
thereof has been vacated by death, resignation or 
otherwise, it shall be their duty forthwith to issue 
their warrant, giving seven days notice at least, for 
a meeting of the qualified electors of said town to 
choose some person to supply such vacancy. 
And if no choice be effected of suck meeting, the 
said meeting shall stand adjourned from week to 
week,to the same day of the week and to the 
same hour of the day, designated in the warrant 
for calling such meeting, in like manner, as pro- 
vided in the third section of this Act. 

Sec. 5. Be it further enacted, That whenever 
in any district, the Selectmen of the oldest town 
or the Assessors of the oldest plantation of 
said district, if there be no town therein, shall be 
duly notified, or whenever it shall come to their 











knowledge that the seat of the Representative of 


such district has been vacated as aforesaid, it shall 
be the duty of such Selectmen or Assessors to 
appoint a day for another election to supply such 
vacancy, and notify the same tothe Selectmen 
and Assessors of the other towns and plantations 
in said district. And in the appointment of such 
day regard shall be had to the length of time re- 
quisite for warning the necessary meetings. And 
if, inthe judgment of a majority of the Select- 


men and Assessors, met to compare the lists of 


votes given on such trial, no choice shall have been 
effected, notice shall be given for new meetings to 
be held just three weeks from the time of said first 
meeting, and so onward, from three weeks to 
three weeks, until a choice shall have been effec- 
ted. 

An Additional Act Regulating Elections. 


Sec. 1 Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 


Representatives, in Legislature Assembled, That, in 
towns and plantations, which are or may be class- 
ed for the purpose of choosing a Representative ; 
if on comparing the lists of votes, it shall appear, 
that no person has been elected, it shall be the du- 
ty of the Selectmeu and Assessors respectively, 
to notify and warn another meeting to be held on 
the third Monday, next following the day of the 
annual meeting ; and all subsequent meetings, in 
such towns and plantations, which may be notifi- 
ed for electing a Representative, shall be held on 
the third Monday, next following the day of elec- 
tion, at which no choice shall have been effected.

INSECTS IN WHEAT. 

An Extract from a letter to E. Woon, Esq. 

of Winthrop. 

Exuan Woon, Ese—Dear Sir :—k received 
your letter of the 12th of August, some two or 
three days since, and hasten to reply. It seems 
from your letter that the grain worm has heen do- 
ing serious injury in your part of the country, and 
you appear exceedingly anxious to learn all the 
facts you can, for your own benefit, and also the 
public benefit. I am glad te find you so wide a- 
wake on this subject, for I verily believe the great- 
est obstacles which impede our success in the cul- 
tivation of grain, originate from the depredations 
of insects. 

T have to regret that my attention has been. so 
much diverted by other cares and duties from this 
subject, so that my observations have not been 
made with that accuracy I could wish. I find, 
however, that some of my neighbors have paid | 
some atteution to this subject, and have kindly an- 
swered my enquiries. I will briefly state the re- 
sult. 

Ist. The extent of the injury done this year, 
compared with the lest. 

The most of people with whom I converse, set. 
it much lower than last year. Qn low lands and 
intervales the damage is much the greatest. 

2d, There appears to be more than one species 
of them producing the injury to the grain. I say 
grain, for spring rye has suffered perhaps more 
than wheat. I had a piece of late sown winter 
rye in the same field with a piece of wheat—side 
by side. I first noticed some small black flies on 
the rye heads ; the full grown ones somewhat lar- 
ger than the species in common language em- 
phatically termed “ Black flies,” so well known in 
new settled places by their excessive biting. But 
their business appeared to be entirely with the 
grain, as they were apparently forcing their heads 
down among the husks enclosing the kernel. I 
noticed the same appearances in a neighbor’s field 
in detached rye heads among his wheat; and he 
has since given me a very minute account of their 
operations. He states, that, when the rye heads first 
started up above the wheat, and began to blossom, 
the flies would crawl up on them and appeared to 
be digging into them; and he observed that 
where he saw these in plenty at night, in a very 
short time the new forming kernels entirely dis- 
appeared, and that there was not a single kernel of 
rye to be found in these detached heads. At this 
time no flies were seen on the wheat. Soon after, 
the bearded wheat, where there happened to be 
detached stalks in the field, (being a little earlier 
than the bald wheat,) started up above it, and ar- 
rived at the same state of maturity, the flies at- 
tacked that: and lastly the bald wheat. My 
neighbor is confident, from his observation, that 
these flies injured the grain by sucking the juices, 
as wellas depositing their eggs and producing 
worms. The same neighbor has considerable 
winter rye, but noticed no damage on that, either 
by flies or worms ; but he has one piece of spring 
rye almost entirely ruined by them, He says he 
has seen but very few of the long slim flies des- 
cribed in the papers, Another neighbor has sta- 
ted to me the same facts as to the color and size of 
the flies he saw on his grain ; so it seems, that, in

this neighborhood at least, the greatest injury has 


been inflicted by this species of fly. 
1 conversed, a day or two since, with a gentle- 


nan living in Dixfield Village, who informed me 
that the flies most plenty on the wheat in that vi- 
cinity, were the slim orange colored flies. And I 
have made enquiries of some other people in dif- 
ferent parts of the country, who generally agree 
in regard to shape, in describing the flies they 
have noticed, but not in color. I have, myself, , 
seen but one of the orange colored flies this year, 
and that was when | was washing my wheat to 
sow. This was on the grass where I had been 
skimming off the blighted wheat. Two or three 
days ago, about sunset, after a very warm day, I 
seated myself at the edge of a late sown piece of 
wheat, for observation. I saw perhaps a dozen 
species of flies, of almost all shapes and sizes, ap- 
parently busy among the grain, both on the stalks 
and heads. One of them resembled the orange 
colored flies in shape ; but was yellowish white in 
color. Those flies were all exceedingly nimble in 
their movements when disturbed, and were as ac- 
tive on the wing as gazellen ave on the foot. At 
the same time [ saw myriads of similar looking 
flies basking in the sunbeams in various direc- 


tions. 
3d. Last yearI sowed a piece of wheat on a 


field 70 or 80 rods from any other cleared field, 
and where no manure had ever-been carried, and 
where no other grain had ever been cultivated ex- 
cept oats, and a very small piece of wheat, some 
three or four years before. This was injured by 
them the worst of any Lever had. Idid not get 
the amount of seed sown. Though we may well 
suppose some of these might be carried in the 
seed wheat, yet why should they be thicker there 
than about the barn, &c. where they might be. 
carried in the manure, and in various other ways. 

I believe, Sir, it would be nothing but vanity or 
obstinacy in any one, to speak with much confi- 
dence as to any remedy for preventing their at- 
tacks. Lime and ashes have been tried in this 
neighborhood without success ; and as to smoking 
our wheat fields with brimstone, I have little faith 
in the process. All these different kinds of flies 
seem to agree in one thing: they take shelter a- 
inong the weeds and grass at the bottom of the 
grain. Here I think we must attack them to suc-. 
ceed; and I think it would be Gifficult to get 





smoke to settle low enough to dislodge them. I 
hope, however, you will pardon me for theorizing 
alittle. If we could, by trying experiments on a 
smajl scale, find any liquid substance, (not too 
costly) that would dislodge them, we might, I 
think, then find some way to spread it over our 
fields. I have thought of two:—First, by engines 
—Lnglish Agriculturists use engines for similar 
purposes. Second, by spouts—such as are used in 
some places to water meadows, &c.—T hese be- 
ing fixed in proper places in the spring when the 
wheat was sown, might serve for the triple pur- 
pose of conveying liquid manure over the land— 
supplying the grain with moisture in time of 
drouth, and of conveying some liquid substance to 
dislodge the flies, and of course |/prevent the 
worms. This plan, too, anticipates another ad- 
vantage. You might then plough the most bar- 
ren field, and fearles-ly sow it with wheat, and 
mantire it just as you pleased, or as experience 


should determine to be most advantageous.

Connecticut offers a bounty of one dollar on 
every hundred of Ttalian or Chinese malberry 
trees, cultivated five years, aud filly cents on every 
pound of silk reeled on au improved reel. 

But Massachusetts has done nobly, offering a 
bounty of 10 cents on cocoons, 50 cents for reel-

Pugh was observed some very fine males, and a-

Mr. P. has not attempted to make sugar from 
his beets, but if its manufactere is profitable any 
where from this article, it certainly would be so 
here, for no seil can produce a better growth. 
Two bands can prepare the ground, plant and

WEBBER FURBIISH. 
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STATE OF MAINE. 


In the year of our Lord one thousand eight hun- 
_ dred and thirty-seven. 
An additional Act concerning Meeting Houses. 

Section l. Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives, in Legislature assem- 
bled, That when any Meeting house or house of 
public worship in this State shall be owned by 
persons of diffrent religious denominations, ten 
of such owners being of the minority, may apply 
to any Justice of the Peace and Quorum in the 
County where such house is situated, to obtain a 
division of the tine of occupying said house; and 
on such application it shall be the duty of such 
Justice to call a meeting of the owners of said 
house by posting up in soine conspicuous place in 
or about said house, a notice thereof, thirty days 
at least prior to said meetiug, said notice setting 
forth the time, place and purposes of said meet- 
ing. 

Secr. 2. Be it further enacted, That it shall be 
the duty of said Justice when applied to for the 
purpose aforesaid, to notify two other Justices of 
said County fo attend said meeting, and the said 
three Justices, all of whom shall be disinterested 
in the premises, shall constitute a board, before 
which said owners may exhibit the amount own- 
ed by them in said house, in no case to be less than 
ten pews, and the minority wishing to occupy said 
house some part of the time, shall have that part 
allotted to them and decreed as nearly as may be 
in proportion to the amount owned in said house 
by said minority, and said board shall designate 
precisely which weeks in each year said minority 
may occupy said house, 

Sect. 3. Be it further enacted, That it shall 
also be the duty of said board to apprize, accord- 
ing to their best skill and judgment, the value of 
that portion of said house owned by said minority, 
and to make a true record of their proceedings, 
and to cause the same within ten days next after 
said meeting to be transcribed into the books of 
record, kept in and for the city, town or plantation, 
where said meeting house is situated. And all 
reasonable expense of said board shall be paid by 
said persons for whose benefit, said division has been 
made, Provided this Act shall not affect any agree- 
ment now existing in relation to occupying any 
house of public worship in this State. 

Secr. 4. Be it further enacted, That it shall 
be lawful for said minority to enter and occupy 
said house for such part of the time as bas been 
allotted to them by said board, unless the majority 
shall chouse to buy outsaid minority, and then in 
that case said majority shall have the right so to 
buy, by paying to said minority the sum at which 
their portion of said house shall have been appri- 
zed by the board aforesaid. 

Sscr. 5. Be it further enacted, That ali Acts 
and parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions 
of this Act be and the same are hereby repealed.
